A STRANGE CASE OF SUICIDE! 


A Man Named Rambough, § trom 
Virginia, a Cigar Maker, Shoots 
Himself in the Head! 


THE PROBABLE CAUSE! 


Yesterday afternoon about 4 o’clock 
aman, astrangerin the city, went 
to the boarding house of Mrs. Book- 
er,on Wilmington street, and ap- 
plied for a room, paying for the same 
anightin advance. He immediate- 
ly went to his room and, as it after- 
wards proved, iocked himself in. A 
little before 5 o’clock a pistol shot 
was heard in the house, but nothing 
was thought of it at the time. Short- 
ly afterwards a noise and heavy 
groaning was heard in his room, 
when an attempt was made to get 
into the room to see what was the 
matter. 

Finding the door locked, and hear- 
ing no response to repeated knocks, 
the door was forced open, when he 
was found lying across the bed upon 
his face, breathiug heavily and total- 
ly insensible, with a wound inthe 
side of his head. A small ccmmon 
pistol, empty, was found on the floor, 
while it was evident from the traces 
of blood on the floor and wall that 
the unfortunate man had _ blindly 
stumbled and fell about the room af 
ter shooting himself. 

Drs. Burke and Fab. Haywood, 
Jr., responded to a summons,and ex - 
amined the wound. It was found 
that the pistol had been placed 
against the head, immeadiatly over 
the right ear, and discharged,the bali 
lodging in the brain,’ which rendered 
his recovery utterly impossible. They 
rendered what assistance was possib/e 
to the unfortunate, but to no avail, 
and at the time of this writing he 
is thought to be dying. 

HISTORY OF THE SUICIDE. 

From a young man who knew 
the stranger, we Jearned the foliow- 
ing of hishistory: His name is Jacob 
B. Rumbough, a cigar manufaciurer, 
some 45 years of age, was born in 
Woodstock,some eight miles from 
Charlottsyiile, Va., and was last year 
employed as foreman in the cigar fac- 
tory of C. Wurtenbaker, in Charlotts- 
ville. He has lived munch of his life 
in Richmond and Lynchburg, and 
has at presenta wife and three chil- 
dren in Lynchburg. He has been 
traveling for several months past, in 
search of employment, working here 
and there for a short time, and came 
to this city from Charlotte a couple 
of days since seeking work, but fail- 
ing to find any, became disheartened 
and told the gentleman who gave us 
the information only the night be- 
fore that he was tempted to kill him- 
self. 

He was a man of good appearance, 
and we aretold has always been an 
honest hard-working man. 

He was a member of Piedmont 
Lodge of Knights of Pythias, of 
Charlottsville, Va., and of Chicka- 
hominy Tribe of Red Men, of Rich- 
mond, Va. 

P. 8.—The unfortunate man died 
last night at 1i o’clock. His remains 
have been taken in charge by the 
Knights of Pythias of this city.

INSURANCE COMPANTES.—W e 
publish for the benefit of Insuranee 
Companies extracts from the laws 
of the last General Assembly bear- 
ing on the subject, not so much for 
their information for they are al- 
ready informed, but to remind them 
of the liabilities they occur by fail- 
ure to comply with, or violation of, 
the provisions ofthe Acts. 

As the provisions of the laws are 
sufliciently set forth in the extracts, 
we deem farther commeuts unnec- 
essary.’! 

Every Insurance Com pany not in- 
corporated in this State doing busi- 
Ness therein shail pay an annual 
fax of twa per centum to the Treas- 
ureroftive state upon the gross re- 
ceipts derived from the premiums for 
insurauee obtained therein, unless 
the company shall exhibit to the 
Governor, Auditor and Treasurer 
a sworn statement of investments 
in yeal property situated in this 
Staie, orloaus secured by mortgage 
to citizens of this State ofan amount 
equal to one half of such gross re- 
eeipts when the tax shall be one 
per cenium, said taxto be paid semi- 
aunualiy thirty days after the 
first days of July and January of 
eacii year. Kach General Agent 
shail be required on the above 
named days to makea statement to 
the Treasurer underoath the amount 
by him returnedisa full and correct 
statement of such six months. On 
failure to comply with the provisions 
Of this section every such company 
shall pry asa tax two thousand dol- 
lars and the principal agent shall be 
liable therefor, 

* * * 

It shail further be required of the 
general agent, or his local agent, to 
pay to the sheriff ofeach county the 
eounty taX Assessed upon the gross 
receipts of premiums collected in such 
eouniv, ab ihe time and in the man- 
her as required by the State; and no 
miunicipai corporation shall be al- 
lowed toadd any additional tax ; and 
on iailure to make returns or to pay 
us aforesaid, said agents shall pay 
twenty-five dollars for each policy 
eilecicd or negotiated by him in such 
eounty: Provided, That no county 
or corporation slall be allowed to tax 
iopsurance agetits for license.

iment against them in any of the 
Courts of this State, from which no 
appeal has been granted, for which 
exsimination and investigation he 
shail be paid by such company, cor- 
poration or association the sum _ of 
twenty-five dollars: Provided, That 
the amount received es fees as afore- 
said in excess of one thousand five 
huadvred doliars, shall be paid into 
the Treasury and accounted for as 
other public money, and that the said 
Secretary of Staie, and those appoiu- 
ted by him to assist in carrying out 
the provisions of this act shall not be 
eonnceted, directly or indirectly with 
the said associations, corporatious 
or companies. When the report as 
hereinbefore provided for shall have 
been appreyed as aforesaid, the Seec- 
retary ofState shall cause the same 
to be published in one of the two 
pewspapers inthe city of Raleigh, 
whien hrs the larger cireulation, at 
the expense of thecompany, corpora- 
tion or association, making thesame, 


and it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary of State at his 


own expense, to publish in the said 
newspapers in the city of Raleigh, 
the names of allthe companies, cor- 
poratonsor asscciations that refuse 
io send in their reports as required 
by this act, and also the names of 


| such corporations, Companies or as- 


corporations, associntions and com- 
panies that failed to pass an approv- 
ed examination, and the Secretary of 
State is hereby required to give to 
all such companies, corporations and 
associations, designated in the next 
preceding section of this act, as shall 
comply with the provisions of this 
act, a certificate that they have ccim- 
plied with the provisions thereof,and 
such company, corporation or asso- 
ciation is hereby forbidden to do 
business without such certificate, 
and any agent or manager of such 
company, corporation or association 
shall attempt to transact the business 
of the same, without having first 
obtained a certificate as aforesaid, 
shall be deemed guilty ofa misdeme- 
inor, and upon conviction thereof, 
shall be fined not less than five hun- 
dred dollars, nor more than one thous 
and dollars, and imprisoned at the 
descretion of the Court.
